Property Listing 
Due By March 1 


Explosion Levels Store in Campton

FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 18— 
Kentucky property owner'- are 
required to list their property 
with the county tax commis¬ 
sioners by March 1. The listing 
is on property owned as of Jan. 
1 and is the basis for 1954 prop¬ 
erty taxes, the State Department 
of Revenue reminded today. 

All real estate, tangible and 
intangible property owned by a 
person should be listed with the

By Big Margins

from burley tobacco approached 
the two-million mark this week, 
and observers now are more con¬ 
fident than ever it will exceed 
2 y«-mil!ion. 

The Commercial Bank at the 
close of business Wednesday re¬ 
ported a total of 3,034 checks had 
cleared through the bank for a 
total of $1,946,100.99. 

At the same time last year 
2,696 checks had cleared for a 
total of $1,826,633.98. The total 
for last year was 3,490 checks for 
$2,179,341,07, second highest in¬ 
come in history. 

Income this year stands now 
at$l 19,467.01 above the corres¬ 
ponding date last year. 

The county’s income is being 
split into more checks this year 
because crops were marketed in 
two or three batches due to the 
delay in stripping because of the 
drouth. 

Checks so far this year have 
averaged $640 each. Observers 
believe at least 500 more checks 
will be received from late sales. 
At the same average, these would 
bring in $320,000 to run the 
county’s total to $2,266,000. 

Volume of marketing was down 
to 80 million pounds last week 
for a weekly average of $50.84. 
Last week’s offering in Kentucky 
was a drop of 47 million pounds 
from the previous week. Some 
of the smaller markets closed 
lsst week. 

General quality of the tobacco 
was practically unchanged. Low 
to good leaf and flyings, low and 
fair lug:; and tips and nondescript 
made up most sales. 

The market opened steady in 
Kentucky Monday with an aver¬ 
age of $51.38 paid. Prices de¬ 
clined to $50.28 Tuesday and

the House on Friday approved by 
overwhelming votes four parts of 
the Administration’s new tax bills 
and today passed the other tax 
measure and approved Governor 
Wetherbys $425,000,000 biennial 
budget bill. 

In three roll calls last Friday 
the House voted increases of the 
cigarette tax, 77 to 14; beer and 
wine, 87 to 6, and parimutuel 
betting at race tracks, 93 to 2. 

Today the House approved the 
Wcthcrby budget, 91 to 3, and 
then passed the proposed pay-as- 
you-go income tax measure, 73 
to 24. 

The Senate meanwhile today 
gave first reading to the House- 
approved bills increasing taxes 
on cigarettes, beer, wine and pari¬ 
mutuel betting. These oaeu 
will be up foi final passage in 
the Senate Friday, 

The Governor has estimated his 
four revenue bills will bring in 
an additional $20,000,000 in the 
next two years, and are necessary 
along with present taxes to fi¬ 
nance his record-breaking bud¬ 
get. He described the budget as 
designed to "meet Kentucky's 
minimum needs.’’ 

The new pay-as-you-go income 
tax payment plan will require 
employers to withhold taxes from 
wages of employees subject to the 
present state income tax, much 
like the Federal government's 
system of collection 

The withholding tax measure 
is designed to pick up 10 million 
dollars more in state taxes next 
fiscal year. Seven million of this 
total is expected as a “windfall” 
from switching to the system to 
put payments on a current basis 
The other thiee million is anti¬ 
cipated from closing what offi¬ 
cials call “loop-holes" in present 
laws and putting more taxpayers 
on the roll*. Then three million 
is anticipated the following years 
and annually thereafter.

May, Jr., the Devils pushed 
their lead to a 17-point 43-20 
margin at the halftime. The Oil 
Springs five fought back tire¬ 
lessly during the third period and 
cut the Morgan margin to 51-41 
after three quarters of play. 

The Oil Springs lads continued 
their scoring spree during the 
final round, but were unable to 
lap up the large margin the Blue 
team had compiled during the 
first half of the fray. 

Earl May, Jr. provided most of 
the spark for the home town 
Devils, hitting the nets for 16 
points. Wilbur Conly led the 
Wildcats point makers with 19.

Richard Brown of Wrigley re¬ 
ports that he had the best to¬ 
bacco this year that he ever raised 
and he thinks that fertilizing ac¬ 
cording to soil tests and the 
county agent's recommendations 
olayed a big part in the results. 
In addition, he saved $8.60 on his 
fertilizer bill from last year. His 
fertilizer cost $10.10 less than in 
1952 and it cost him $1.50 to have 
two soil samples tested. 

Mr. Brown had one field that 
contained quite a bit of sand and 
wras very subject to Injury by the 
drouth. 

He raised 1.785 pounds tier 
acre and sold it for $61.95 per 
hundred. Mr. Brown rented a 
crop from a neighbor. The soil 
on the rented field was not test¬ 
ed. The rented field produced 
1,360 pounds per acre and aver¬ 
aged $57.90 per hundred. 

Mr. Brown 

The tested fields averaged $1,- 
105.90 per acre whereas the un¬ 
tested field averaged $787.30 tier 
acre, a difference of $318.60 per 

acre. 

Train Show Fertiliser Need* 

Soil testing plus a study of the 
fertilizer history of a field, en¬ 
ables a farmer to supply the fer¬ 
tilizer needs of the field without 
wasting money on the elements 
that are not needed, Mr. Dixon 
said today. In summarizing the 


soil-testing work of the past year, 
hp said 156 samples were tested 
in the new county soil testing 
laboratory. One hundred seven¬ 
teen of the samples were from 
tobacco fields. Of these, 43 fields 
needed lime. Heavy applications 
of limo would have done serious 
damage to crops on all of the 
fields, but especially on 32 fields 
which were already not acid or 
only slightly acid. Only nine 
fields tested low or very low in 
phosphate. Eighty-nine fields 
needed little phosphate. Pifty-two 
fields needed liberal applications 
of potash while 43 fields needed 
only slgiht applications of potash. 

Fertilizer Recommendations 

Mr. Dixon made recommenda¬ 
tions for fertilizing the crop to be 
grown on each field tested. He 
considered the fertilizer that had 
been used, the effect of the aci¬ 
dity condition, the fertilizer ele¬ 
ments that would be added by 
manure or tobacco stalks and 
cover crops, the needs of the crop 
to be grown and the soil test re¬ 
sults. 

Test As Soil Dries 

Mr. Dixon urged all farmers to 
test their tobacco land and also 
other fields that are to be ferti¬ 
lized and were not tested last 
year. Samples should be taken

WEST LIBERTY, KY 
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"" A LAW To AKKfiST AND' LMPOUN0 
OUR CHRONICALLY SICK CITIZENS 

Some well meaning groups have prepared a 
bill which they are asking the present General 
Assembly to pass that will require isolation of 
persons with infectious tuberculosis. A bill of¬ 
fered two years ago that failed of passage 
sought to make it a crime “to have” t. b. The 
new bill will make it a crime “to have infectious 
t.” 

In view of Kentucky’s high death rate from 
t. b., it would appear the new law is sound. But 
even with five new t. b. hospitals, Kentucky has 
only 1,600 beds for some 7,500 known tubercu¬ 
lous persons. And only a few of the 1600 beds 
are free. 

And here's the rub. The second section of 
the bill provides that the State Tuberculosis 
Sanatoria Commission must provide “locked sec¬ 
tions” for persons with infectious t. b. who refuse 
to be isolated, and places the law’s enforcement 
in the hands of magistrates. A person “suspected” 
of having infectious tuberculosis may be arrested 
on a warrant issued by a magistrate. If he has 
infectious t. b. he may be confined by the magis¬ 
trate for not less than 30 days or more than six 
months. CONFINED IN WHAT? 

With only 1,600 beds for 7,500 persons, we 
suspect that, even omitting those who would 
observe isolation routine at home, a lot of them 


would have to be confined in the “locked sections" 
provided by the Sanatoria Commission. And, 
with the Sanatoria Commission getting hardly 
enough funds to operate its six hospitals properly, 
we can imagine what the “locked sections" would 
be. is Kentucky to revert to the practice of the 
Dark Ages in banishing its chronically sick? 

We know the legislators will be told this is 
not the intention of the law at all, etc. .etc. But 
we have seen helpless men without money die 
of t. b. of the throat in t. b. hospitals because no 
fund was provided to pay for streptoniyicin, the 
drug that will cure throat t. b. in 30 days. Also, 
there are so few free beds in State t. b. hospitals 
that many patients leave the hospitals against 
doctor's orders because they cannot pay the week¬ 
ly bills. And, legislators should note too that most 
people ill of t. b. are helpless insofar as earning 
capacity is concerned. 

Persons with infectious t. b. should be isolated, 
it is true. But until Kentucky provides more 
hospitals to'care 'for"tuberculous' patients'Vt miis't 
not pass a law that would place chronically sick 
people in “locked sections". Moreover, we don’t 
like the term “arrest on suspicion”. Chronically 
sick people need help, not locked in compounds 
on suspicion. 

Kentucky, spurred by the Kentucky Mountain 
Club’s program against tuberculosis and mone¬ 
tary aid of the Elks, has made great progress in 
its fight to eradicate this plague. Mobile X-Ray 
units have aided in finding early t. b. in time 
to cure hundreds and hundreds of cases. The five 
new state hospitals, though decades late, are 
helping, but are over-crowded and don’t have 
enough FREE beds. 

And, how many people would “flock” to Mo¬ 
bile X-Ray units to have free x-rays, if there was 
a law to put them in “locked sections”? Such a 
law would practically halt the mass x-raying of 
the public. 

People with money can get t. b. care. But 
only a few without money can get care. This is a 
sad commentary in Kentucky where we build 
three million dollar stadiums and super highways 
and make no provision to care for several cate¬ 
gories of our helpless citizens. 

So, until more free beds are made available 
for our helplessly sick people without funds, !at 
Kentucky DARE NOT PASS a law to place them 
in "locked sections".

It was the day it sleeted. Sit¬ 
ting in the dining room lookinc 
out on a cold landscape, with Use 
weeping willow tree like a silver 
fountain and the fields the color 
of worn pewter, I thought it 
would be a good day to bake a 
pot of old fashioned baked bear** 
like we used to have in Ken¬ 
tucky. Mother got the recipe 
from grandmother Day and it 
has always been a favorite in oar 
family. 

After I boiled the beans off, I 
poured them into a baking pan, 
with a whole chopped onion, 
three big tablespoons of sorghum 
molasses and a can of tomatoes. 
I added some squares of “side 
meat" and as an afterthought 
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a few drops of liquid smoke (we 
used to get the smoke flavor from 
hickory smoked meat) and pop¬ 
ped the pan in a slow oven. 

I whistled for Stragler, the 
dog, to come and get his lunch 
but he did not show up. I won¬ 
dered about it, for he has always 
been very prompt about his 
meals since he came to U3, a 
hungry straggler one cold night 
a year ago. I fed the young cat. 
Roebuck, that had been hurt and 
being a semi-invalid still, had 
the run of the house, and went 
to the barn to feed the “old cat,’* 
who was expecting, and conse¬ 
quently stayed close to her warm 
hay nest. I scattered crumbs for 
the birds but the sleet covered 
it almost as fast as I threw it 
out. The birds were hiding in the 
cedars anyway, so I came in the 
house and stirred the fire until 
it glowed. Nice and cozy inside. 

I pieced on my nine patch- 
quilt and wrote four poems, and 
along about five, the beans were 
throwing off a savory aroma. I 
fined a salad of left-over peas, 
hard boiled eggs and celery, 
baked a pone of com bread and 
supper was ready. When Dad 
came home, he sniffed and said, 
“Baked beans,” and he said it in 
italics.

We used pine knots 
for torches to light grandmother’s 
pipe. I used to love to see her 
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pipe. 

Our dad worked on public jobs 
but always came home at "ight. 
Some times he left about 3:00 
a.m. and didn’t get home till 
about 10:00 or 10:30 that night. 
Our mother told us stories about 
olden times while our dad was 
getting home. In those days 
farmers never sold a good cow. 
We owned a cow that raised our 
family—that is, with milk. I don’t 
remember that cow ever going 
dry. 

The first talking machine that 
came around, our landlord bought 
one. We heard about it and 
wanted to hear it. The first rec¬ 
ord was about “The Preacher and 
the Bear.” I thought the bear 
was in the box. I ran to the 
farthest comer of the room and 
cried till they had to take me 
home. 

The first electric I ever saw I 
was 17 years of age. That was 
when I entered school at Mor¬ 
gan County high school. West 

Liberty was called a mud town 

at that time because they didn’t 
have any hard surfaced roads and 
just planks for sidewalks. But 

for a green country girl it looked 
like an awful big town. Mr. and

loved the poor. Two things our 
dad set his foot down on hard 
was not to steal and not to lie.

There were 
no good roads back in our parts 
of the county. It was extra for 
us to see a four-mule team. Our 
chief pastime was playing in the 
woods or on rocks and in cliffs. 
Ws ••—•■“n’t afraid to climb the 
highest trees. We knew every 
tree, rock or trail on the farm 
where we lived for 10 years. We 
moved to the Tom Hamilton farm 
when I was one year old, and 
my first remembrance was that 
two-room house and the old log 
bam. Then as I grew, the trees, 
hills, sage grass fields and rocks 
on that farm drew a pattern in 
my mind I will always remem¬ 
ber. We never knew about the 
evils of people. We were taught 
to make the best of what we had. 
We spent our spare time climb¬ 
ing from one tree to another, 
swinging back and forth in the 
tree tops. We made stilts to walk 
on. When the weather was cold¬ 
er, we had jumping sticks, so we 
could jump across the branch 
when it was up. We were pleased 
with one pair of shoes each year, | 
then we didn’t have to stay in¬ 
side in cold weather. 

When the snow was on, T loved 
to watch my mother spin wool 
into yam and reel it into hanks 
of yam. She knit cur stockings 
and rox. and made most of our 
clothes by hand. I have sat up 
lots of nights till late at night and 
held a lamp so my mother could 
see how to patch so we all could 
have clothes to wear to church.

In our State, everything that a 
Kentucky family eats, wears, or 
uses travels the majority of its 
way to the consumer by motor 
transport, while everything that 
Kentucky produces and sells must 
travel by motor truck at least 
some pair of its journey to the 
eventual market. 

l*roof Cited That State's Progr cm 
I s Retarded 

The gross weight of loaded 
trucks on Kentucky's highways, 
still limited by an out-moded law 
to 42,000 lbs., is lower than that 
of any other state. Compared to 
the average weight of 65,896 lbs. 
permitted by the rest of the 
country, the Kentucky law ap¬ 
pears to be penalizing progress 
in the Commonwealth by a short 
weight of over 10 tons per load. 
Business, industry and agriculture 
are suffering noticeably, and this, 
of course, means that the people 
of Kentucky pay the penalty in 
the final analysis. 

Recognised As A Definite 

Handicap To Agriculture 

Typical of the manner in 
which this discriminating law 
| retards Kentucky prosperity is 
pointed out in the shipping of 
I farm products. It has been re¬ 
vealed that Kentucky farmers 
depend 100% on trucks to ship 
livestock and tobacco to market 
and that in 1952. when farmers 
received 88% of their total farm 
income from those sources, it took 
more than 273,000 truckloads to 
make the trips to market. Since 
larger trucks could have done the 
job in fewer trips, it would seem 
that the savings on hauling this 
500 million dollar order would 
have amounted to considerable 
all along the line. 

Indualr> Said To Suffer In 

Meeting Competitive Prices 

In Louisville, Owensboro. Cov¬ 
ington and other Kentucky in¬ 
dustrial araas having access to all 
methods of shipping, it was found 
that twenty major industrial 
plants shipped 82.5% of their 
finished product volume by truck. 
Since shipping charges must be 
added to the final cost of these 


products, it is reasonable to as¬ 
sume that the demand for Ken¬ 
tucky-made products could be in¬ 
creased if those products were 
hauled in larger quantities and 
at a correspondingly lower cost 
per unit. 

Trucks Regarded As Bark bone Of 
Kentucky's Distribution Network 

Because of the mountain re¬ 
gions and other rugged terrain 
that prohibits adequate service 
by other hauling methods, 66% of 
all Kentucky communities includ¬ 
ing 20 complete counties, are 
served only by motorized freight. 
Therefore, according to informed 
circles, if Kentucky would revise 
the gross weight section of its 
trucking law to Increase the ac¬ 
ceptable gross weight to the de¬ 
sired 56.800 lbs agriculture and 
industry throughout the state 
would benefit greatly. 

Trucks Pay More Than Their 
Share Of Tax Load 

In 1952 the trucks of Kentucky, 
which constituted only 21% of 
the motor vehicles registered in 
the stete. paid more than $22,- 
000.000 in taxes, and this was 
eight million dollars more than 
Kentucky spent to maintain all 
of its state administered high¬ 
ways during that time. 

Experts In tecord That Change 
Is Needed 

After a study of the standards 
advocated Jiy the American As¬ 
sociation of State Highway Of¬ 
ficials, the U. S. Bureau of Public 
Roads and the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Motor Vehicle Admin¬ 
istrators. it was clearly indicated 
that Kentucky's agriculture, in¬ 
dustry and business aic being 
fenced in by the most restrictive 
truck gross weight limit in the 
United States 

Kentucky people are being han¬ 
dicapped. apparently, in their 
Competition with th* agriculture. 
Industry and business of other 
states. Three Kentucky trucks 
needed to do the work which 
could be done by only two—and 
which is done by two in other 
states. This is said to increase 
transportation costs, which are an 
increasingly important factor in 
the selling price of everything It 
is claimed that such waste—such 
a penalty upon Kentucky's own 


economy by one of its own laws 
—is an economic tragedy that 
should not be allowed to con¬ 
tinue. 

Highways Would Not Be 
Damaged 

Currently, Kentucky allows its 
trucks 42,000 lbs. gross weight on 
Class A highways only, and docs 
not recognize the twin or tandem 
axle in the rear. Under the new 
law recommended, gross weight 
Wuulu be increased 56,800 lbs., 
provided an additional axle is 
used, and this weight would be 
confined to approximately 5000 
miles of Class A highways desig¬ 
nated to carry that weight Leas¬ 
er highways would be limited to 
weights prescribed by the High¬ 
way Commisioner. The proposed 
tandem axle is recognized by the 
American Association of State 
Highway officials. It does not 
exceed the 18.000 lb. single axle 
weight recommended by this or¬ 
ganization. Nor will the applica¬ 
tion of the greater gross weight 
in any way increase any of the 
axle loads of trucks operating 
over Kentucky highways. The 
new law does not seek any added 
height, length or width. The 
recommendations seek only to 
permit Kentucky Industry and 
agriculture to compete in the na¬ 
tional market with surrounding 
states. 

The position of the Kentucky 
truckers is supported by Thomas 
H. MacDonald, until recently com¬ 
missioner of U. S. Bureau of Pub¬ 
lic Roads who has declared: “Our 
tests show that in the application 
of wheel loads to the road, if the 
wheels are as much as 36 to 40 
Inches apart—If the point of con¬ 
tact of one wheel Is 36 inches 
ahead of the next wheel, there is 
no overlap of stresses in the road 
structure. In other words, the 
road has to carry only the weight 
of each particular wheelload. The 
stresses do not pile up" His 
findings are subscribed to by 
many other road engineers of na¬ 
tional prominence.

Twenty-two Burley tobacco 
completed their selling season for 
the 1953 crop during the week 
ending January 22.

Last week's sales, in the area 
dropped to 33,338.567 gross lbs. 
and averaged 350.06 per hundred 
according to the Federal-State 
Market News Service. Volume 
was around 49 million pounds 
below the previous week while 
the general average was only 78c 
lower. Season gross sales through 
January 22 totaled 576,762.262 
pounds for an average of $52.54. 

Grade averages held fairly 
steady at last week’s levels. Non¬ 
descript and a few lower auality 
tips and leaf grades were higher 
but there were also a few scat¬ 
tered losses. Most changes were 
181.00 and $ 2.00 a hundred pound- 

The offerings were not as good 
las last week. There was a small¬ 
er percentage of lugs and more 
nondescript. However, the bulk 
continued to grade low to good 
quality.

WHAT IS PARITY? 


By J. Allan Smith 
University of Kentucky 

In these days when the prod¬ 
ucts farmers sell are falling off in 
price while the materials and 
services they must buy remain 
high (and the University of Ken¬ 
tucky agriculture outlook predicts 
that this price-cost squeeze will 
continue this year), the term 
“parity prices” is likely to crop 
up wherever farmers gather, and 
to crep into radio broadcasts and 
news and magazine articles dis¬ 
cussing farm policies. Yet no 
doubt many of us have only a 
hazy idea of what is meant by 
“parity prices.” 

We know, of course, that parity 
means equality. But—equal to 
what? 

The whole question comes in 
for a good explanation in a new 
booklet. Agricultural Information 
Bulletin No. 13, “Price Programs 
of the U. S. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture”—for sale by the Gov¬ 
ernment Printing Office at Wash¬ 
ington for 25 cents. 

The parity price principle may 
be explained in the language of 
a farmer who said, “If you can 
sell a truckload ot wheat and buy 
with the money as much food, 
clothing, machinery, fertilizer, 
| and the like as you could with 
the same amount of wheat in the 
years 1910-1914, your wheat is 
selling at the parity price.” In 
other words, the buying power of 
the wheat is the same as it was 
then.

Actual calculation of parity 
prices for farm products, how¬ 
ever, is a most complicated pro¬ 
cess. For one reason, not all 
parity prices are calculated by 
the same parity formula. In 1953 
cotton, com, wheat, and peanuts 
were still under what Is called 
“old parity,” while most other 
products were under “new par¬ 
ity,” though some were under 
"transition parity.” Also involved 
is an Index of prices received by 
farmers for their products, and 
another index of prices paid for 
300 individual items including 
faimly living, farm production, 
interest, taxes, wages for farm 
labor. This last index is also 
called the “parity index." 

How do these work out in 
practice? Here is how the parity 
price of hogs on May 15, 1953, 
was computed; The average price 
of hogs during the ten years 
1943-52 was $18 per 100 pounds. 
This was divided by 248 percent 
(the average index of prices re¬ 
ceived by farmers during 1943- 
52), and the result was multi¬ 
plied by 279 percent (the May 15, 
1953, index of prices paid). The 
result was rounded to $20.30— 
the effective parity price of hogs 
on that day. This was by the 
“new parity” formula. 

And then there is the “parity 
ratio” obtained by dividing the 
index of prices received by the 
I index of prices paid. But if you 
really wish to understand these 
matters, write for Agricultural 
Information Bulletin No. 13.

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Dewey Lake State Park 
Lea*e Agreement Signed 


FRANKFORT, Ky.. Jan. 18- 
Negotiations between the state 
and the federal government for 
the lease of an area on Dewey 
Lake for creation of a new state 
park have been completed, Henry- 
Ward, commissioner of conserva¬ 
tion, announced today. 

A lease from the U. S. Corps 
of Engineers covering 1,800 acres 
of land and water in Johnson 
county has been agreed upon and 
has been approved by Governor 
Lawrence W Wetherby and other 
members of the Stite Property 
and Buildings Commission, Ward 
said. 

Signing of the lease means that 
the state can proceed with it* 

?!ir.i to develop the ere? 
the Division of Parks. First step 
in that program was the purchase 
for $35,000 of the boat dock 
which has been operating at 
Brandykeg Creek on the lake. 
The Division of Parks took that 
operation over in December, at 
the request of the private oper¬ 
ators. The Brandykeg area is 
included in the new state park 
site. 

Dewey Lake was created by the 
building of Dewey Dam by the 
Corps of Engineers in 1946. It is 
17 miles in length and covers a 
surface area of approximately 
1,000 acres. The dam impounds 
the waters of Johns Creek and is 
a part of the flood control pro¬ 
gram for the Big Sandy river. A 
conservation pool is maintained 
throughout the year, and addi¬ 
tional water is stored in the 
reservoir during flood threats. 

The Corps of Engineers hjs 
approved plans to raise the con¬ 
servation pool by five feet, which 
will improve fishing and extend 
the area of the lake.

We 
must be heard,” she said. But 
she added that we cannot live 
on moonbeams far from life. As 
poets, we must earn the right to 
tune in on that great Power¬ 
house. “Unless we have the four 
feet of Pegasus,” she said, “we 
haven’t the right to use the two 
■wings.” 

Pointing out that Chaucer, Mil- 
ton, and Christ were busy men, 
Miss Hutchison said that she had 
no patience with young or older 
writers who feel that the world 
owes them a living. “Earn your 
living first,” she said, “then you 
can be as fine as you want to be 
and as independent." 

She emphasized the fact that 

r tts should not be too resentful 
what they have to give is not 
wanted. Her feeling was that the 
poet should get his head out of 
the clouds and go down into the 
market place. “Pegasus needs 
those four legs to take care of 
those two wings,” she said, “else 
he is only flighty. We must be 
a part of the world in which we 
live or we don’t deserve to write 
about it.”

land Taid bare by big shovels in 
the process which uncovers coal 
veins bv removing the soil and 
rocks above them, called “over¬ 
burden.” 

For years, coal has been mined 
by that method in Western Ken¬ 
tucky. But It is a relatively new¬ 
comer to Eastern Kentucky's coal 
fields, where the deep pit method 
of mining has been most general. 

In the last three years, how¬ 
ever, the practice has become 
rather widespread in East Ken¬ 
tucky and, some claim, will con¬ 
tinue to grow if It remains eco¬ 
nomically feasible. A few say 
strip mining is the answer to the 
area’s critical economic slump. 

Among counties in the area 
where strip mining is in opera¬ 
tion now are Boyd, Greenup, 
Breathitt, Morgan,, Perry, Harlan, 
Bell and Whitley. 


Not announced publicly before 
is the recent lease of some 20,000 
acres of land in Lawrence, Mar¬ 
tin and Johnson counties to one 
big company for strip mining. 

According to reports, the larg¬ 
est shovels in use anywhere will 
dig the coal in that area, and the 
operation will employ between 
750 and 1,000 men when it 
gets under way. The seam to be 
mined ranges up to 11 feet in 
thickness, and the operators have 
predicted the project will produce 
the largest tonnage of any single 
one in the world. 

Generally speaking, there is 
one big difference between strip 
mining In Eastern Kentucky and 
that in the western part of the 
state. While shovels often dig 
down to the coal seam in Western 
Kentucky, leaving the overbur¬ 
den piled on either side of the 
strip mined, the Eastern Kentucky 
method is a “contour'" 


new “auger" process in which a 
giant bit bores into the seam, 
bringing out the coal. 

When the overburden is re¬ 
moved in such an operation, it is 
pushed over the side of the 
mountain. 

The bill now before the Sen¬ 
ate requires that when the min¬ 
ing operation is completed the 
affected land must be rehabili¬ 
tated through such procerses as 
grading and seeding. A commis¬ 
sion would be set up to deter¬ 
mine the amount of such work 
which would be required at each 
site. 

Also included in the bill are 
requirements that the miner pay 
a $10-an-acre fee to the state and 
post maximum bond of $250 an 
acre to assume that he will carry 
out the rehabilitation as directed. 
In addition there would be a $50- 
a-year fee. 

Administration leaders say the 
bill's intent is to prevent the op¬ 
eration from leaving the land 
sterile and unsightly and the 
streams polluted.

State regulation of strip mining, 
long considered almost entirely a 
Western Kentucky problem, has 
bscrrr.a an Eastern Kentucky one 
as well at this session of the leg¬ 
islature. 

Chief proponent of a bill now 
before the Senate to control strip 
mining activities is Gov. Law¬ 
rence Wetherby, who was unsuc¬ 
cessful in an attempt two years 
ago to pass such a measure. 

In his message to a Joint ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly 
two weeks ago, Wetherby emphas- 


sible.

to bring it back up a mountain 
and replace it where it had been. 

Some of them claim that this 
form of mining would not pay 
under any reclamation require¬ 
ments—others say it would be 
possible, in Eastern Kentucky, if 
replacement of overburden placed 
below the seam were not neces¬ 
sary. 

One owner of land leased to a 
strip-mine operator said reseed¬ 
ing of mined area in wooded 
mountion regions would be un¬ 
necessary because natural seeding 
would be quicker and in some 
cases improve the soil. 

Chief opponent of the admin¬ 
istration plan to regulate strip 
mining is the Kentucky Reclama¬ 
tion Association, organized in 
1948 and composed chiefly of 
Western Kentucky mining inter¬ 
ests. Last week it distributed a 
four-page “newspaper" attacking 
the proposed" bill and describing 
voluntary reclamation w-ork done 
in the past few years. 

A widespread opposition claim 
is that the financial requirements, 
particularly the bond, would drive 
the little mar out of business, be¬ 
cause he does not have capital 
with which to make the bond and 
pay, in some cases, fees abew the 
actual cost of the land. 

The pending bill, similar to the 
one submitted to the legislature 
in 1950 and 1952 and defeated 
both times, is considered a poli¬ 
tical “hot potato" by some ob¬ 
servers because of past differ¬ 
ences among administration lead¬ 
ers concerning it. Whether this 
“split" will occur again is a sub¬ 
ject of considerable speculation. 

This year, a large segment of 
the Eastern Kentucky delegation 
is feeling strong pressure from 
both sides for the first time, and 
few of the lawmakers from that 
area are ready to announce how 
they will vote when the time 
comes.
